fable, courting their own ſhas 
dowes, and complementing 
the very lookiog-glafſe, And 
as for their defire of being 
wonder'd at, there is no ſuch 
thing; For they have now 
taken the courle to ſave others 
the expenſe of admiration , 
ſince they have learnt cach 
man ſufficiently to admire 
himlſelf, BY Par- 
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Partiality is the next which 
is foylted 1n to makeup the 
number of the | pretended 
Crimes of Court, Whereas 
the. moſt ſuperficial ſcrutinſ| 
will coryince as, that with 
Courticrs there 15 no reſpett of 
Perſons, In that they can palle 
by their old and intimate Ac- 
quaintance , without taking 
the leaſt comnizance Or notice of 
them. 

Nor is it the Courtiers hap- 
pyneſle ro be the Obje of 
theſe Scandals alone ; but chey 


/ are allo traduc'd for not being

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Rock'd with Loyalty propor- 


tionable to their Prowotions, 
as not having ſhar'd in thoſe 
ſufferings which lunk the old 
Cavalicrs, But an caſte Vin- 
dication will expunge this ob- 
loquy, and: undeceive the a- 
buled multitude,by ſignifying 
to them, That the Perſons 
now preferr'd, have been,and 
arethe greateſt ſufferers, /uffer- 
ing the greateft Crimes to be 
2R-d under their Noſe; with 
impunity, Neither have they 
been (if well conf1der'd) lefle 
looſers. The Kings old Soul-

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diers loſt indeed their Eftates 
and Fortunes, but theſe have 
loſt their honefly in his Maje- 
Kie's lervice, 

Much flir there is, about the 
quarrelſome diſpofition reg» 
nant in the Court, which ins 
diſpoſeth mea for peace upon 
the leaſt foul language ; And'cis 
accounted yanity in Courtiers 
to ſtand lo much upen theirho- 
nour, But theſe diſ-reſentments 
are taken up without caufe,and 
the occalion will not juftifie 
the Cavil:For as to the fiſt, they 
are fo litle addicted to take

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exceptions at foul language as 
that they delight in nothing 
more , iinſomuch thac 'tis not 
without ſome reaſon, many of 
them are thought to have been 

en in the Stewes; their 
Diſcourſe being made up of 
nothing elſe but ribaldry. And 
as for the other, 1 think they 
have reaſonto ſtaud upon their 
honour , whoſe carriage is the 
onely cauſe that 'tis ſo much 
trodden under foot. Belides,their 
Bickerings and Duels (which. 
give greateſt diſguſt ). will be 
more pardonable if well con- 
Bg ſidered, 
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ſidered, for they do not (as we 
erroneoully apprehend.) fight 
to vindicate yood repute, and honde 
rable name, but mcerly out of a 
deſign to get one, becauſe they 
are conſcious they never had as 

ny before. | 
'Tis allezdg'd moreover, that 
they much in poveriſh his Ma- 
jeſty by i importuning his Reve- 
nues, and procuring his Man- 
nors tor thernſelyes, it beirg 
thought neceſſary that that 
King muſt needs be poor, wheſe 
Cu ticrs areal Beygers, Bur 
this is but an incovhiderable 
detraction, 
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detraction, and *ctis hop'd the 
fucure proceedings of theCourt 
will give itthe Lye ; e'pecially 
fince lome have p pIven them a 
good example, by taking 2 
ceurſenorto [candil the Court 
by open beg ging from the King, 
but by private, boch takin 
from. him and their brethren. 

Again, the undecency of 
their Carriage,:made up of [0 
many ridiculous geſtures ; ac» 
companied with the continual 
motion and coranto of the legs 
8 head,and attended with po- 
ſures coo light for the gravity 

of 
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of a Court; becomes the next 
Impeachment. But I do not 
conceive what other Behavi- 
our we can expect : Hovy can 
we hope for any other carriage 
than what is compes'd of 41- 
tick tricks, fince the French have 
ſupply'd vs with ſuch a genera- 
tion of Apes ? Inſomuch, that 
many ſuppoſe A/op's experi- 
ment might afford his Majeſty 
very good divertiſement; and 
that the ſcattering of a Bagge of

Court together by the Ears. 
The next thing wherewith 
the 
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the people vex themſelves, is 
the Courtiers youthful Indil- 
cretion,and theiraſlumed locks 
of borrevwed hayre: As to the 
firſt, 'ris crue they are generally 
young in countenance , but 
their brains do much partici- 
pate of gravity and age,for I'me 
ſurethey are worme-eaten. And 
as for the laſt , it finds an obvi- 
ous Apology fance there is ſuch 
a Corre(pondence betvveen 
Perwiggs and their beads, wwhich 
being to furniſhed with news, 
are nothing elſe but fo many 
Barbers Shops, 

But 
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But all this while we have 
not queſtion'd their Religion , 
which the miſ-apprehenfions 
of che vulzar deem to be none 
at all, or (atleaſt) nearly ally'd 
to Porery. Here I could wiſh 
my Apology might find accep- 
tance, and that I might not be 
eſtce ned partial in my attempt- 
ing to. juſtine their Divinity 
both in it's PraRtiſe and Theo» 
ry. If I may be credited then, 1 
can aſſure the Reader, that they 
areſo far from being of no Re« 
ligion,as that they are of all,and 
{o fartrom running into the old 

one 
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one from whence we re- 
form'd,. as that 'tis to be hop'd 
they have found a newer way 
to Heayen than the Word of 
God, ſince they can laugh at 
Sctipture and deride a Sermon. 
Nor is their practical Theology 
far behind their Speculative; 
for 'tis expected every day that 
they will enter into courle of 
' repentance,they are ſoaddifted 
to whoring ; and that lying will 
be out of faſhion, they are ſo 
given to ſwearing. 

As for Popery, 'cis true they 
ſeem inclinable chercunto ; 
liace 
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fince vwhilechey profticute their 
devotion, and addreſs their zeal 
ro an handſome face, they do 
(with Papiſts) nothing but a- 
dore a Pi&ture. Bur yer | dare 
defie the Incromiſſion of Ro- 
miſh Rites into our Court 
eſpecially fince the Ladies bear 
ſuch a reſolved antipathy to 
Nuns, 

Hitherto have I been the Ad- 
vocate of their Religion ; If che 
Reader hath a deſire to know 
more, let him conſult their Fa- 
ces, which [peak them(in ſome 
ſenſe) Saints, in that it preſents 

many 
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many (like the Almanack} in 
red letters ; and others of more 
handſome features in the re- 
ſemblance of thole Saints they 
worſhip, viz. Ladies ; for their 
faces as well 25 their manners 
pronounce thern effeminate : 
Only there lies this difference 
berwvren their Viſages and 
thole ot the Ladies, that the 
countenance of thele, when 
atwiſle,, is either patch'd up 
from their own boxes, or ſup- 
ply'd from the Painter s Shop , 
Whereas che Courtiers face, 
when it hath gota brack, may 
be 
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be recruited by a *Brazzer, 

I hope my elerving the en- 
comium of their faces to the 
poſteriors of my Vindication, 
will not cyake them dilcoun- 
tenance the reſt ; but racher by 
their wincking at this by/teron 
proteron, engage the farther en- 
deavours of their 1nconlidera- 
ble Advocate
